EDMONTON,  March  4  (CP).— air 
Hubert  Wilkins,  i.h<.  Arctic  explorer, 
told  Interviewers  here  today  that  If^ 
posstUa  h«  would  build  a  sub- 
marine here  during  tl.p  next  two 
months  and  later  transport  it  north 
for  use  as  a  weather  forecasting 
station  under  the  Arctic  Iro  midway 
between  the  Alaskan  coan  and  the 
North  Pole..
